YOSEMITE, May 24.—The Gigee 
ier Pcint road leading to the won 
der point of Yosemite_ National 
Park, will bo, open to aucomolil’ 
travel on Juné 1,according to an 
announcement’. mad® here tced?y 
by Superintendent W. B. Lewis. 

As numerous inquires are duiis 
being received by the park au- 
thorities requesting the earliest 
possible date. the Glacier Point 
road will be opened, this state- 
ment from Superimendent Lewis 
is expected ‘to » definitely assist 
many motorists in planning the 
time of their departurp for the 
park. 

Branching off from Chinquapin 
on the. Wawona Read, the Glacier 
route traverses thirteen miles of 
nearly virgin forests, at an eleca 
tion approximating 8,000 feet 
above sea level.
